WLiile it is gen« » rally accountf*d that 
the sheep and 
Angora goat fu rnish 
most of the rev enu es to tlx* rancher in 
the broken and wooded cou ntry sou th 
of the Staked p lains and west of the 
Colorado riv er, it is u ev ertlu dess a fact 
that the razorbaek hog contribu tes a 
i full share. 
Probably there is no cou n­ 
try a n yw h e re better adap ted to the 
p rodu ction of cheap p ork, 
t lu* lulls 
arc cov ered with cedar and a great v a­ 
riety of scru b oak trees, and tlx* can 
yons and 
liv er 
v alleys are heav ily 
wooded with p ecan and Sp anish w a l­ 
nut, so that there is alw ays an a bun 
dance of excellent mast, and it might 
be mentioned th a t tin* eta la r be r r i e s are 
considered equ al to corn in lard p ro­ 
ducing qu alities. 
With this sort of feed, which is al­ 
ways a bu n d a n t, the exp ense ot care 
and feeding is remov ed, tlx* animals 
simp ly ru n n in g at l.irg« * ov er the cou n­ 
try, so th a t the only ou tlay ro q u im l 
is that of the first cost of a few head 
for a start. 
R u nning loose In this way 
they are not su bject to the 
d i s e a s e s 
common to the hog in the sty or feed 
lot, and, being excellent fighters, they 
hold their own with the wolv es and 
other wild an im als which p rey <>n tlx* 
sheep and goats. 
'Thus they mu ltip ly 
v ery rap idly. 
In order to get the benefit «»f the in 
crease in his stock, howev er, it is nec­ 
essary for the rancher to get his m ark 
on the p igs. 
As this, owing to tlx* 
rou ghness of tlx* cou ntry and the wild 
ness of the sows, is no small task, it Is 
generally the cu stom for all tlx* hog 
owners in a giv en section to tu rn ou t 
together with 
their dogs and 
p ra c ­ 
tically "rou nd u p ” the range. 
Comp ared with one of these “ hog 
hu nts” a cattle “rou nd u p ” is a quiut 
and commonp lace affair. 
On the m o rn ­ 
ing ap p ointed tlx* dogs are tu rned loose 
and started out on a hog trail, and tlx* 
men rid« * a fte r them ju st as on a wolf 
chase. 
As tlx* p igs cannot hold out 
v ery long one of them is soon cau ght, 
and Ids squ eals bring back tlx* rest ol 
the bu nch to his aid. 
As soon as tlx* 
p ig is free tlx* sows form a circle 
arou nd the p igs, from which they now* 
and then dash ou t at their tormentors 
and all tlx* while gru nting like tlx* rat 
tling of a hu ndred old wagons. By tlx* 
time the u p roar has reached its fc't 
height the h u n ters ride tip and hiss th« * 
dogs on to seize tlx* sows. 
When one 
is cau ght, two men go to tlx* assistance 
of tlx* dog, one with a clu b to beat off 
the other hogs, the other with a Pit ot 
rop e to tie tlx* one seized. 
W hen all 
of them hav e thu s been p ut <mt of 
th e way of 
lighting, 
tlx* 
p igs 
are 
cau ght and m arked. 
Then tlx* sows 
are giv en their liberty, and tlx* dogs 
start out on a new trail. 
When it hap ­ 
p ens t h a t there are hogs belonging to 
sev eral different men, tlx* p igs are sim ­ 
p ly div ided. 
W hile the work of " m a r ki n g ” Is more 
like sp ort than labor it is not less e x­ 
citing than that, of getting the hogs 
ready for m arket, for as it Is Imp ossi­ 
ble to driv e them any distance -ev en to 
the corrals tit the ranches 
it is neces­ 
sary simp ly to bu tcher them out In tlx* 
hills. 
So along In the early p art of the 
winter, a f te r the new mast has fallen 
and the hogs are as fat as they will 
get, tlx* ranchers load their wagons 
with salt, gru b, kettles and lard cans, 
take their d o g s and W inchesters and 
strike out for the hills. 
T h e y 
m ake 
cam p near some sp ring or w ater hole 
and then begin tlx* work ot "killing.’ 
which inclu des tlx* rendering of tlx* 
lard and su iting of tlx* meat. 
It Is like 
a great 
hu nt. 
W henev er a 
wagon 
load of lard and meat has been p u t up 
it is ta ke n to ilx* nearest ranch and ( 
left there u ntil the “ killing” season is 
ov er;

freighted to tlx* nearest, railroad p oint, 
where it is sold a t ihe m arket p rice. 
It is said that only one man in that 
cou ntry ev er tried driv ing his hogs to 
market.

th*1 season, as the fishers come in. some 
with flags at half mast, others bearing 
fateful news, the whole town is de­ 
pressed. 
All the residents show a concern In 
the sailors who are lost and in tin* wel­ 
fare of their families. 
Hvon the citi­ 
zens of fortune in Gloucester, 
who 
suflVr no personal bereavement, have 
been brought closely into touch with 
the poor fishing families through re­ 
peated tragedies tit sea.
